As constant com ge et Aon meet of 
William Morris, Halliday Sparling 

the first ‘qualification of the 
iographer. We are fortunate in that his 
lamented death did not forestall the 
publication of this very excellent book: 
otherwise we must have remained in com- 
parative ignorance of one of the most im- 
portant sides of Morris’s genius. The 
iu of Morris as poet has, to a very large 
extent, blinded our eyes to the little in- 
ferior brilliance of his achievements in 
other spheres of art; but Mr. Sparling’s 
book will do much towards opening the 
eyes of the literary and artistic public 
towards Morris’s success as master-printer. 
Mr. Sparling’s intimacy with the poet has 
been mainly responsible for the remarkable 
manner in which he has succeeded in 
making a book that obviously must 
be, and in parts is, highly technical, 
at the same time intensely readable. 
In fact, the main virtue of the volume 
is the subtle blending of the facts 
and technicalities necessarily involved in 
the history of an original press, with the 
most intimate characterisation of its great 
founder. 

Mr. “are | is expert in the diffi- 
cult art of igression that does not 
produce the impression of digressing: a 
quality particularly noticeable and 
wrought with particular skill in the fifth 
chapter, “ Preparation.’’ Further, he 
brigs to his aid all the resources of refined 
and unpedantic scholarship, coupled with 
a distinctive critical facility and a very 
real appreciation of art and literature. 
The volume, indeed, is by no means merely 
an estimate of the genius of Morris, the 
master- rinter. The chapter on ‘ Books 
Prin ' contains one of the most appre- 
ciative pieces of literary criticism that have 
Ns in latter years: in this respect 

r. Sparling possesses the inestimable 
advantage of being able to criticise 
Morris's poetry in "the light of Morris's 
character and artistic ideals. 

This volume gives a clearer insight into 
the secrets of Morris s work than we had 
previously thought possible in this year 
1924; for none but a friend can treat 
I rn on of the ideas at work in a 
master-mind, and it seemed that none of 
Morris’s friends was left to treat them. 
Morris was a reactionary against the 
modern tendency towards mass-production 
and the concomitant lack of resulting 
beauty. He reached back to the Middle 
Ages to find that individuality and per- 
sonal pride in one’s handiwork that cannot 
be found in these days of machinocracy. 
Accordingly, to find his t he reverted 
to Caxton ; to ensure that his books should 
be highly finished works of art, he returned 
to the old small printing-press, so that as 
much of the work as possible should be 
actual handiwork. The little ress has 
justified Morris’s theories: its ' Chaucer ’ 
is universally acknowledged to be the finest 
specimen of artistic printing since 
Caxton’s early productions. By means of 
it Morris has fully demonstrated his 
theories—that the craftsman who must 
work for money, and necessarily scamps 
the work, prostitutes his art (but who shall 
blame him?), while he who works to add 
some little improvement to the great, grow- 
ing scheme of art is the true master-

WILD LIFE IN ROMANCE. 

Mr. H. Mortimer Batten is to-day the 
foremost novelist of wild life. eens the 
extreme North-West regions of Canada to 
the hills and streams of Northern Scotland 
he has studied the habits of the creatures 
of the Wild, and around the incidents, and 
often tragedies, of their lives he has 
written his delightful stories. There is 
no reason apparent to the lover of stories 
about ahimals why this great naturalist 
should even seem to apologise for the form 
in which he presents to us, as in “ Prints 
from Many Trails,” his wild characters. 
He is successful in his avowed object of 
stimulating interest and imparting accu- 
rate information about outdoor things to 
those who ordinarily would never give such 
matters a thought. Every reader who loves 
nature—and there are few who do not 
come into contact with the Wild at some 
point—will read all that Mr. Batten 
writes with pleasure and understanding.

them, such as ' The Blind Watcher,” 
founded on many facts gathered from Mu 
familiarity with the species and ascribed 
for convenience to one hero or heroine. 
“The Orphans’ Mr. Batten knew in 
Algonquin, and he states that they cost 
him more than one sleepless night. No 
romance is needed to invest “The Vaga- 
bonds '' with human interest, and in this 
story there is the introduction of the 
human element “jn rugged keeping with 
the narrative’ which every reader will 
appreciate. It is the same in all nature 
stories. The gipsy, the poacher, the ae. 
keeper, the hunter, trapper or backwood 
man—they all fill the void which the 
reader would not endure. The author must 
fill in the canvass, and for the art with 
which he accomplishes this task his ad- 
mirers are grateful rather than critical. 
Mr. Batten will never be accused of being 
a ‘‘heedless exponent of fiction.” The 
publisher has done his part well in the 
production of the book. It is beautifully

This was a most unfortunate 
policy, as, owing chiefly to the wet and shoot- 
ing ball, Hendren’s innings came to a prema- 
ture conclusion with only nine to his credit. 


| The Middlesex man was taken in the slips by

at the fall of his wicket, which occurred at 
212, the players retired to shelter, Sutcliffe’s 
score at this point being 99. 

Tea was taken, and the game was resumed 
with Sutcliffe and Woolley in partnership.

Woolley, whose 
knee has gone down to its normal size, ran 
rather stiffly, but seemed quite at home from 
the start. The weather soon cleared, and the 
sun came out, though the sky still indicated 
the possibility of more rain. Mailey took the 
ball from Hendry at 236, and, in the hope of 
catching Sutcliffe napping, the fieldsmen 
closed im on the wicket when the googly 
bowler was in action. Woolley soon sent the 
fieldsmen out deeper with a slashing late cut 
to the boundary which was greeted-with loud 
applause.

German Armaments. 


To-day the Council of Ambassadors in 
Paris will consider the interim report of 
the Commission which has been entrusted 
with the task of inquiring into 
Germany’s observance’ of her disarma- 
ment obligations under the Treaty of 
Versailles. Although no official state- 
ment has been made by the Commissioners, 
it is quite certain that they have sub- 
mitted an adverse report, and that Ger- 
many will be adjudged to be in default in 
these, the most vital, clauses of the whole 
Treaty from the French point of view. 
Acceptance of the Dawes plan by the 


‘| Allies has put an end in principle to the 


enforcement of those “ sanctions ” which 
were so dear to the heart of M. Raymond 
Poincaré; but the Treaty of Versailles 
itself provides for the possibility of 
Germany’s default in the matter of dis- 
armament. It gives the Allies power to 
continue the military occupation of the 
Rhineland territory for an _ indefinite 
period, and in all probability the Counc:l 
of Ambassadors to-day will decide to take 
advantage of that power. According to 
the Allies’ original plans, the British 
Army was to have evacuated the Cologne 
bridgehead on January 10th, retiring to 
Tréves or Diren in anticipation of the 
next phase of withdrawal. Now, it seems, 
there will be no evacuation of Cologne 
until next August. The French Govern- 
ment insists that there shall be no question 
of withdrawal until Germany has fulfilled 
the disarmament clauses not only in the. 
letter, but in the spirit, of the Versailles 
instrument.

Improvement of Roads. 


The projected improvements in the roads 
of Great Britain are on a scale which 
should be sufficient to bring great gladness 
to the hearts of motorists and of all who 
are interested in matters of communica- 
tion. The Ministry of Transport is 
making a grant of 25,000,000 to the Road 
Fund for the furtherance of the scheme. 
It is realised that the state of the principal 
trunk roads is a matter of national con. 
cern, and, as such, cannot be left with 
profit to the local authorities. Vital links 
of communication must be free from 
patches of indifferent repair, and the 
trunk roads, therefore, must be handled on 
a comprehensive scale. About twelve main 
roads have been selected for treatment of 
this kind, and the highway authorities 
have been invited to collaborate with the 
Ministry of Transport in the work cf 
modernisation. Most of these roads are 
those on which travellers from the capital 
journey to the North and West; the 
London to Holyhead road is included in 
the number. Many by-pass roads will be 
constructed to allow fast traffic to avoid 
points of especial danger. The authorities 
are concerned chiefly with two problems, 
apart from the obvious necessity of wider 
and smoother roads. These relate to bridges 
and level crossings. Many of the existing 
bridges were constructed at a time when 
there was no thought of a volume of road 
traffic such as is known to-day; and in a 
large number of cases they are unsafe. 
During the first six months of the present 
financial year 147 schemes have been 
approved for the widening or strengthen- 
ing of. bridges. In every case in which a 
grant. is made by the Ministry of Trans- 
port a uniform standard of strength is re- 
quired so that the bridge may be capable 
of bearing traffic of all descriptions. Level 
crossings are a cause of much delay, and 
in cases where the construction of a bridge 
is too costly, new roads will be made in 
order to avoid the level crossing. Portions 
of the “ Great West Road '' have been open 
for some months, and this magnificent 
thoroughfare, which runs straight and 
broad with an almost perfect surface for 
many miles, commands the admiration of 
all beholders. The British Government 
shows wisdom in appraising the import- 
ance of road communication at its proper 
value. Given encouragement, motor traffic 
is assured of a great future in the life of 
the country; and the new schemes will 
provide occupation for a large number of 
the unemployed. In the Free State the 
condition of the roads is, perhaps, of more 
importance relatively than in Great 
Britain, since the high cost of railway 
traffic and the comparative infrequency 
of trains render travellers more dependent 
on the highways. We, too, have a large 
body of unemployed who could be entrusted 
with the ‘work. Grants on the British 
scale, of course, are out of the question, 
but motorists have a right to expect some 
definite return for the money which is 
extracted from them in the form of taxes. 


A Tax on Christmas. 


We print elsewhere a small selection 
from the complaints which the last three 
days have brought to us concerning the 
combined burden of the Free State’s new 
Customs duties and statistical tax. 
Naturally, the burden has been especially 
vexatious during the Christmas season, 
when there is a large interchange of gifts 
between citizens of the Free State and 
their friends in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. In many cases these 
gifts are of trifling value—a pudding, for 
instance, a box of biscuits or chocolates, 
a few cakes of perfumed soap and the 
like. It happens that the majority of 
these articles, being in the new Customs 
schedule, are liable, when imported, to a 
minimum duty of half-a-crown, to which 
toll the so-called statistical tax adds 
another sixpence. Thus, during the past 
week, hundreds—perhaps, thousands—of 
Free State citizens wave been put on the 
horns of a peculiarly disagreeable 
dilemma. The postman has arrived with 
a package which intrinsically may have 
been worth less than five shillings, and has 


demanded a tax of at least three shillings ha 


as a condition of delivery. What was the 
citizen to do?

Christmas Day was quite unlike that of 
the Dickens tradition; for ice and snow 
were missing, and warm sunshine and blue 
skies took their place. At noon it was 
like a day in late spring and quite as hot. 
The churches were unusually crowded, as 
people took advantage of the fine weather 
to get out and about. A new feature 
among the advanced Churches is a mid- 
night Communion Service on Christmas 
Eve, and these were attended by big con- 
gregations. The ordinary Christmas 
Services, however, were not affected. At 
four o'clock peace fell upon London, an‘ 
the streets became almost lifeless. Trams 
and omnibuses went home, and only e 
few cabs remained to pick up odd 
passengers now a again. The day 
seems to have been kept as a real family 
festival. 

To-day it has again been fine and warm. 
and crowds of people have been out of 
doors enjoying the sunshine. Where all 
was peace and silence yesterday now is 
life and animation. People are coming up 
to town in streams for the pantomimes 
and theatres, and at two o clock the Stran:! 
and West End were gay with family 
parties out for enjoyment. Long queues 
were lined up for the popular seats of the 
theatres, and the cinemas were doing a 
great business. Order prevailed every- 
where, and there seemed to be no excite 
ment. It was more like a pre-war Boxing 
Day than any of late years. 


Heavy Shopping. 


The heavy volume of Christmas shopping 
is regarded as a happy omen that the wave 
of industrial depression which has been 
‘hanging like a black cloud over larze 
sections of the community is passing away 
There are several signs that next year wil! 
see a confidence in the future which wil! 
encourage industrial enterprise in many 
directions. Reports from several large 
manufacturing centres are of a n.ost 
promising description.

British Toye. 


So great were the demands made by 
shoppers that by the time some of the bic 
establishments closed on Christmas Eve 
they had a very bare and dishevelled 
appearance. In some cases windows hail 
been strip of all the goods which had 
been displayed. Millions of toys have 
passed through the London shops during 
the past week, ranging from the simple 
anol ar. or models at a few pence each to 
elaborate mechanical devices or com- 
pendiums of games priced in guineas, 
with a special demand for juvenile 
bicycles. These are improvements upon 
the children’s scooters which began their 
period of popularity a couple of years 
ago, and have gradually become more de- 
veloped until they are now almost exact 
replicas in miniature of the orthodox 
bicycle. The vogue for these useful 
machines, which are far more than tovs, 
began in this country, and British manu- 
facturers are now sending them to all 
parts of the world. 


Postal Asraon ts. 


Postal arrangements this year have been 
facilitated greatly by the more general 
adoption of the practice of adding the 
district number to London addresses. For 
a long while the majority of the letters 
from Ireland, Scotland and the more 
distant parts of England had the number 
of the district omitted from the address, 
but this year there has been a notable 
advance in the correct addressing of the 
envelopes. It is now realised that a letter 
addressed, for instance, “S.W.3,” has a 
greater prospect of speedy delivery than 
one simply bearing the district initials 
“S.W.” So successful has the zone system 
proved in London, now that it is fully 
working, that the Post Office is considerin : 
an extension of the plan to other populous 
centres, and it is in consequence of in 
quiries made in London that the United 
States postal authorities have just started 
to divide New York up into sections. Two 
sections have been chosen as an experi- 
ment, the Wall street district having Sion 
allotted the letter ' P.,” while the bus 
nss district adjoining it is known as the 
“City Hall ” zone.

It is intimated here that the Conference 
of Ambassadors will to-morrow consider 
the report on the disarmament of Ger- 


many, and will determine the procedure 


to be followed in notifying the Reich that 
the Cologne zone will not be evacuated on 
January 10th. 3 

It is probable that the form decided upon 
will be that the Allied Ambassadors in 
Berlin, on behalf of their respective 
Governments, will present a Note, the 
terms of which will be decided upon 
jointly. The step will, it is understood, 
be taken about the beginning of January. 

Both the Gaulots and the re Nouvelle 
comment upon the consequences of Germany’s 
having failed to carry out the disarmament 
clauses of the Peace Treaty. 

The latter paper states that it did not 
require the accession of a Conservative Go- 
vernment in London to make the French 
Cabinet less compliant towards Germany. 

The Quotidien states that at the moment 
when the French Government was drawing 
up a reply to the British Note on the evacua- 
tion of Cologne, there were discovered, in 
carefully concealed store chests in a Berlin 
factory, some tens of thousands of steel 
bars, destined to be made into heavy machine 
gun barrels. 

The paper points out that what is im- 
portant is not so much the discovery which 
lias been made, but rather the fact that the 
existence of similar hoards is suspected; and 
t adds that everyone will understand and 
approve the attitude of France, Belgium and 
reat Britain, who, having been put on their 
guard, are not disposed at present to abandon 
the military pledges which they hold.—

THE SCENE DESCRIBED. 

David Condon, senior, insurance agent, a 
neighbour of the de man, stated 
as about 9.45 o'clock on Tuesday night he 
and Mr. Frark O’Meara, newsagent, Tip- 
perary, and Mr Ryan were returnin home 
along the ' road. They ad. gone 
about sixty yards beyond Roesboro' Bridge 
when a dash lamp appeared about fifteen 
vards in front mr a voice shouted “‘Halt— 
hands up.”

The first 
Holy Year was attended by two of the 
greatest figures of the Italian Middle Ages, 
Dante and St. Francis of Assisi, and is 
commemorated by a fresco in the Church 
of St. John Lateran, by Giotto, which 
shows Pope Boniface between two 
cardinals, proclaiming the Holy Year from 
the ia of the Papal Palace. Michel 
Angelo and St. Ignatius of Loyola, the 
founder of the Jesuit Order, were present 


at the Jubilee of 1550. i !

SOLEMN SPLENDOUR, 

The ceremony of the opening of the Iloly 
Door of St. Peter's, which occurred this 
afternoon, has a solemnity and splendour 
that is only to be found in the Vatican func- 
tions. For some weeks the whole of the 
right side of the portico of the basilica, with 
its splendid white and gold si has been 
closed, and only small windows left in the 
upper part of the archer, corresponding to 
the five doors of the great church. The 
interior of the walls was hung with priceless 
tapestries and crimson velvet, while, in addi- 
tion to the Throne erected for the Pontiff, 
the benches for Cardinals Bisleti and Lega, 
who as deacons assistant to the Ponti- 
fical throne, and the railed platform for the 
Papal choir, under the leadership of Mon- 
signor Perosi, there were tribunes bung with 
crimson damask and gold, for the members 
of the visiting Royal families, the family of 
the Pope, the diplomatic body, and the 
privileged few who were entitled to be pre- 
sent at this memorable Service. 

A certain number of persons were admitted 
by ticket to the interior of St. Peter’s, and 
were thus able to witness the gorgeous pro- 
cession when the Pontiff, after opening the 
holy door, went with his Court, in their 
magnificent red robes, and with the pic- 
turesque Vatican soldiery, up the _ central 
aisle of St. Peter's to the Altar of the Con- 
fession. Besides all the Cardinals living in 
Rome, Cardinal Touchet, Archbishop of 
Orleans, was also present, while the ex- 
Queen of Greece and other Greek Royalties 


occupied the Royal Tribune. 


THE CEREMONY BEGINS. 

To-day’s ceremony began by Monseigneur 
Respighi, Prefect of Ceremonies, going to the 
private apartment of Pius XI. to announce 
that all was ready for the opening of the 
Holy Door. The Pope, attended by his re- 
ligious and secular Court, by Princes 
Boncompagni, Orsini, Massimo, and Aldo- 
brandini, wearing the* picturesque uniforms 
of the various hereditary offices which they

ON CROYDON-TO-PARIS 
ROUTE.

When an Instone air liner, D H 34, was 
leaving Croydon . Aerodrome on Wednésda 
morning on a journey to Paris’ it ‘crashed on 
Holing Downs sad caught fire. : | 

The liner left Croy for Paris short] 


after noon with seven ers on :

aíter its departure, all on board being killed, 
including pilot, 

The ‘machine belonged to Imperial Airways, 
Ltd., the combination of British firms formed 
early this year to work the air transport 
services with the Continent, Croydon is the 
chief of the Government-owned civil aero- 
dronies which are available for public use, and 
is a Customs station. It is su d in the 
immediate vicinity by large, open, flat fields 
under cultivation, but the country from the 
south-west to the south-east is broken and 
hilly, and it was upon one of the hills that 
the accident took . 

An official at the Croydon Aerodrome told 
a representative of the ss Association that 
the machine left for the French capital at 
five minutes past twelve. She over 
the aerodrome, taking her course in the usual 
direction for the coast, but before she passed 
out of sight it was noticed that black smoke 
was coming from the machine. It must have 
been a minute or two afterwards that the 
machine crashed to the ground. It came nose 
downwards, the front of the engine burying. 
itself in the ground. Obviously the petrol 
tank then burst, the petro! caught fire, and 
owing to the tilt of the machine the flames 
quickly spread to the body and the wings. 
People in the vicinity rushed towards the 
plane, but from the start it appeared to be 
entirely doomed, and no one could get within 
reasonable distance. 

The Fire Brigade from Croydon arrived, and 
found the heat intense over a wide radius, but 
they got to work as quickly as possible. Be- 
fore the flames were extinguished the firemen 
recovered one or two bodies. One was that of 
a man, presumably the pilot, who was lying 
over the engine. When the flames were out 
all the bodies were quickly recovered, and 
were conveyed to the Croydon Mortuary. 

From the outset none of the people on the 
machine had the slightes tchance of escape.

The late Mr. M. Luxemburg. one of the 
victims, was a second cousin of Rosa Luxem- 
burg, the Professor in Economics in Bonn 
University, who was killed with Liebnecht, in 
the rising in Berlin soon after the Armistice. 
Rosa Luxemburg, contrary. to general belief, 
was not a German, but of Polish-French 
origin, and her father was an eminent doctor. 
Mr. Victor Luxemburg, the father of Mr. M. 
Luxemburg, has been a political exile, leaving 
Warsaw and landing in England in 1887. 

The official record of the Napier-Dh “ Air 
Express-G-Ebbx Imperial Airways” shows 
that before the accident the machine had 
flown without misadventure between London 
and the Continent for nearly.

THE CRISIS OF 
FASCISM. 


SIGNOR MUSSOLINI’S 
SURPRISE. 
—$—$ 


In a leading article, The Times observes :— 
On Saturday last the Italian Chamber was 
quietly debating questions of finance on the 
eve, as it hoped, of a prolonged Christmas 
holiday. Suddenly Signor Mussolini rose in 
his place to the general surprise, and in the 
briefest sible words announced that he 
had the honour to propose changes in the 
electoral law oí December, 1923, and to move 
that they be taken into consideration on 
January ó, and that the Chamber re-assemble 
on that date for the despatch of business. 
Signor Mussolini has shown once again the 
courage which has carried him through many 
vicissitudes. He has boldly defied the wishes 
of the Fascista extremists, and what are 
probably the wishes of the great majority of 
the Fascista rank and file, and he declares 
that he has not made a bargain with the 
Liberals. 

He may really : lieve that his personal 
popularity and the ge..eral dread of the dis- 
orders which might follow his overthrow will 
give him a majority at elections to be held 
under a new law of his own devising, and to 
be made by himself. He may see that his 
present position is no longer tenable, and 
that the most prudent course for him per- 
sonally, as well as the most patriotic course, 
is to face the probability of a temporary 
defeat, which would enable him to return to 
power hereafter as the Prime Minister of a 
stable and constitutional majority. Until he 
produces his bill, or, at all events, until he 
outlines its character and its main provisions, 
speculation as to his real intentions must 
necessarily remain uncertain and vague.

POSTPONED EVACUATION, 


Telegraphing from Paris last night, The 
Times Correspondent states:—The British 
and French Governments are agreed that the 
British troops cannot be withdrawn from the 
Colongn zone on January 10th. Communica- 
tions which have passed between Paris and 
London during the Christmas holidays dis- 
close a certain differenc: in the points of 
view, but on each side of the Channel the 
same conclusion has been reached, and there 
is no reason to doubt that an identical de- 
cisio~ will be taken by the Belgian Govern- 
ment. The French view is that there is 
abundant evidence in the latest imterim re- 
port of the Inter-Allied Military Mission of 
Control. that Germany has not fulfilled the 
disarmament terms of the Treaty of 
Versailles, and that it would be childish to 
wait for the Mission’s final report before de- 
claring that the conditions of Article 429 of 
th: Treaty, which provide for the evacuation 
of the first zone five years after the Treaty 
came into force only if those terms have been 
carried out, have not been complied with. 

The British view, briefly stated, is that no 
decision with regard to the evacuation of 
Cologne can be taken until the final report 
of the Military Control Mission is in the 
hands of the Allied Governments, and that 
in the meantime the status quo would be 
maintained.

NINE PERSONS DROWNED. 


A dam, holding back a thousand tons of 
mud and water at the Alkali works near 
Roanoke, Virginia, burst on Thursday night, 
overwhelming the workers in a village just 
below it. Nine men and women were swept, 
with their houses, into the river and drowned, 
and seven others are believed to have 
perished. 

Thirty-five persons were taken to hospital, 
some of them so badly injured that they are 
not expected to recover. 


TRAGEDIES OF CHRISTMASTIDE. 


By an unhappy stroke of fate which seems

Hzpress, the holiday which most of us have 
passed with happiness and good-will has been 
marred by a series of tragic accidents, There 
has been heavy toll of life in America, and in 
this country we have seen a ghastly aeroplane 
accident at Croydon.

BILLPOSTING DISPUTE.

About fifteen billposters, employed hy 
Messrs. David Allen and Sons, Dublin, went 
on strike last Friday when they were asked 
to post bills on behalf of the Tivoli Theatre. 
The men, who belong to, the Workers’ Union 
of Ireland, were: informed by the firm that 
if the Tivoli bills were not posted no other 
theatrical bills would be handled. 

In a statement, a member of the firm said 


should post the Tivoli bills in order to give 
them a full week’s wages for the Christmas. 
It was pointed out that the theatre would 
not open until the foliowing Monday, and 
that consequently there was no question of 
the ‘billposters‘ being involved in the dispute 
there.

week’s entertainment by a firm other than 
Messrs. David Allen, and Sons. The bills 
were posted in various parts of the city, but 
were torn down again by some persons. Mr 
Jones said that he would have no more bills 
printed until the dispute was settled.

“first house.” The presence of the picket 
was almost unnoticed by the people, and after 
walking up and down for a short time they 
went away.

By that time merry home parties 
by the domestic hearth were well in swing, 
and many small folk, exhausted by the 
day’s excitements, had snuggled gladly 
into bed, so that few persons even noticed 
what the night outside was like.

Christmas Day. For most of the distress 
that has been evident in Dublin this winter 
there was sufficient relief available in 
various ways to ensure a Christmas cele- 
bration even for those who have been hard 
hit by unemployment and other mis- 
fortune. 


_ The homely aspect of Christmas was 
illustrated by the large numbers of people 
who travelled on Christmas Eve, getting 
away to homes in the country or arriving 
in Dublin from elsewhere. Boats arriving 
at Dun Laoghaire brought heavy passenger 
trafic from cross-Channel stations, and 
this traffic was especially heavy by the 
boats incoming on Christmas morning, 
The railway companies gave reduced fares 
for holiday journeys. 

Dublin folk like to follow up the domestic 
celebration of Christmas Day itself by some 
more extended holiday-making on the St. 
Stephen’s Day bank holiday. Plenty of 
amusement was provided yesterday, and as 
the weather was not deterring—the day was 
fine, though there was rather a bitter touch 
in the wind later—people ventured forth in 
numbers to entertainments of various kinds. 
There were races at Leopardstown, and foot- 
ball and hockey matches on many grounds in 
the suburbs; theatres had matinée as well as 
evening performances, and cinemas were 
open. At night dances of a carnival 
character attracted large numbers of people 
te the dancing halls. It would seem that 
more people than ever are dancing this 
winter. The various organisers endeavoured 
to make the St. Stephen’s Night dances espe- 
cially attractive. These fixtures, however, 
seemed to make no difference to the popu- 
larity of this holiday night as a theatre- 
going time, and all the places of entertain- 
ment were filled early.
